Tha Boy-Preacher Richardson In thfl 


Toils on a Berioua Charge—His 


Life |n Danger. 


ST. Louis, Jan. 37,—Sheriff Hubbard 


of Marshfield, Mo., passed through this 
city last evenioff on hia way home from 
Nashville, Tenn., with two prisoners, 
J. Vf. Richardson, tho boy preacher, 
and Nellie Moote, the 14-year-old #irl 
who ran aivay from her home in Mars- 
field with him. Richardson is a Camp- 
bellite itinerent preacher, and for Sev- 
eral months past has been holding re- 
vival and public prayer meetings in 
Marshfield. 
He is a good-looking, 


polished .young man, abont 26 yeara 
years old, and cUfims Buffalo, Mo., aa 
his home. He is married, and his 
handsome younff wife and child ac» 
companied him to Marshfleld and lived 
there with him while he was anga^ed 
in missionary work. 


Nellie Moote, the 14-year-old daugh- 


ter ol a leading citizen of Marshfield, 
became infatuated wttli the young ex- 
horter. She was a larg-e girl for her 
age and well developed. ^Richardson 
encouraged the young girl, and last 
Thursday they tog-ether left the little 
town for St. Louis. Their elopement 
was discovered the following day, and 
telegrams wero sont out by Sheriff 
Hubbard to all the large cities of the 
surrounding states. 


"Detectives Smith and Ziegler, on 


reading the 
telegram, remembered 


having seen a couple answering the 
description, ami also recollected the 
fact that they took a train for Nash- 
Tille. 


Sheriff Hubbard was telegraphed for 


and reached here last Saturday morn- 
ing. He took the Best train for Nash- 
ville, and telegraphed ahead asking the 
police to hold the couple. 
Richardson 


was warned of the approach of Sheriff 
Hnbbard, and fled with his girl com- 
panion to Tullahoma, Tenn , where he 
registered at Hurricane Hall as "J. M. 
Cook and wife, Greeley, Col." They 
said they were school teachers making 
a bridal tour of the south. Sheriff Hub- 
bard followed them to Tullahoma, and 
last Sunday uig-ht* created a big1 sensa- 
tion in the village by arresting the pair 
and putting them in jail. 
He left Tul- 


lahoma Monday with his prisoners and 
reached St Louis lust night on his way 
to Marslificld, His stay in St. Louis 
was brief, as the San Francisco train 
left shortly after the Louisville £ Nash- 
ville train arrived. 


Mr. EEubbarcl said he feared trouble 


when he reached Nashville, 


Richardson's wife ind child returned 


to their home and parents in Buffalo, 
Mo., Sunday, and tho citizens of the 
village escorted them to the train. 
They were greatly excited and threat- 
ened violence svlien Johnnie, the boy- 
preacher, returned, Mr. Tlubbard says 
he Is afraid tha father of Miss Moote 
will attempt the life of Richardson as 
soon as ho reaches Marshfield, and he 
has 
prepared 
himself 
accordingly.

A New 'and Unpleasant Feature Devel- 


oped in the Case. 


LONDOK, Jan. 27.—A new and mo-jt 


unpleasant feature in the Os"born-Har- 
ereavea stolen pearls case, has devel- 
oped. Monday Capt. Osborn, the hus- 
band of the lady who lir^s, practically, 
"been convicted of stealing- Mrs. Hur- 
preave's jewelry, forwarded to the 
treasury the sum of £550, the amount 
paid by Messrs. Splnk & Sons, the 
jewelers who purchased the pearls from 
Mrs. 
Usborn. The money was to bo 


refunded to the jewelers who have 
already 
given 
up 
the 
pearls to 


Mrs. 
Ilargt eaves. But 
the 
police 


authorities ciecliue 
to ffive up the 


possession of the indorsed banlc notes 
by which the identity of Mrs. Osborn, 
as the person who sold the pearls to 
Messrs, Spinlr & Sons was established. 
These notes are the identical ones paid 
to Mrs. Osborn by the jewelers aud 
as this can be proved, as they bear her 
signature, it is intended to use them us 
evidence against her. Thus a ne\v trial 
may be looked for. 


Capt Osboin is doing1 everything pos- 


sible to piotecthis wife; but, in spite of 
this, the police are confident that they 
will soon have lier in custody, and it is 
intended ta press the case against her 
to the full extent of the law. 


The exact whereabouts of Mrs. Os- 


bom are not generally known; but she 
is popularly supposed to be in Spain, 
where, a certain interesting event hav- 
ing taken place, she was to return and 
take her trial. 


Mrs. Eargreaves, the owner of the 


recovered jewelry, in an interview on 
the subject, said: "I am positively as- 
sured by the best possible authority 
that Mrs Osborn does not intend to re- 
turn to England, nor will any particu- 
lar activity be displayed to enforce her 
return." 


UN HONEST WOMAN. 


Suspects Her Own Husband of 


Wrongdoing 


l»D BETR JYS HIM TO THE AUTHORITIES 


Slye, the Train Robber, Recognized by 


the Matron of the St. Louis Jail, 


Who Tells Him Some Things 


He Didn't Know. 


ST. Louis, Jan. 27.—A dramatic in- 


terview took place at the Four Courts 
between Adalbert Slye, the train-rob- 
ber, snd Mrs. Louisa Harris, the police 
matron, who are old acquaintances^ 
Slye then learned for the first time by 
what means he had been run aovro and 
captured seven years ago, ivlien he 
robbed tho American Express Co. of 
85,000 at St. Joseph, Mo. 


"I recognize you, Slye," said Mrs, 


Harris, as she approached the robber's 
cell. 
"I remember your face well 


You and my sou Fred were old ac- 
quaintances when you robbed 
the 


American Express Co., of $5,000, and 
then tried to throw suspicion on my 
boy and have him arrested. Ah! how 
could you subject to possible arrest, 
disgrace and imprisonment one who 
had never done you any harm? A poor 
boy, who was your friend!" 


The reckless robber, who had borne 


without a tremor of the muscles of his 
face the pumping process of Chief Har- 
rigan and the detectives, was more 
moved at this accusation than at any- 
thinj? that has happened since his in- 
carnation at the Four Courts. 
He 


changed color and his lips trembled. 


"I did not mean to incriminate Fred, 


Mrs. Harris. Upon my honor I did 
not," he stammered. 


"Yet, when you were frfven that pack- 


ape of 85,000, with a lot of other goods, 
to give to him you destroyed the way- 
bill and pocketed the money, hoping 
that the blame would be thrown upon 
him and that he would be arrested." 


"Ah, Mrs. Harris," replied the des- 


perado, "I never thought of your son 
at all. That was my first wrong stop. 
The sight of so much money tempted 
me. How bitterly I have regretted it 
since. I would to God I cr> d exchange 
places with your son now." Slye 
buried his face in his hands as he said 
these words. 


"Do you Unow how you came to he 


run down and captured so soon for that 
theft," continued Mrs. Harris. 


"No," was the reply. 
"It was through your own wife, to 


whom you sent by mail S100 of th« 
money you stole, and who, fearing you 
had gotten it dishonestly, took it to the 
police authorities. 
Through that letter 


you were tracked, run down and sent 
to prison, and the cloud that forashort 
while threatened to burst upon toy 
son's head was dispeled. If it had not 
been for that letter and.your wife's hon- 
esty no one knows what might have 
happened." 


Slye was greatly affected af this an- 


nouncement, and said that he had never 
known before the connection of his 
wife with his arrest for that offence. 


It appears from Mrs, Harris' story 


that Slye at that tima was one of tho 
trusted drivers of the American Ex- 
press Co. at St. Joseph. Mrs. Harris' 
son was then messenger for the Ameri- 
can Express Co., his run being between 
St. Joseph, Cameron and Hannibal. A 
package of S5, 000 had been given to 
Slye to give to Harris, the messenger, 
to carry to Camercin.

Chili's ReBponsfi to Secretary 


Elaine's Ultimatum. 


SUBSTANTIALLY AS BEFORE REPORTED 


Said Not to be Entirely Satisfactory 


to the Authorities at Washing- 


ton—An Apology First, Then 


Arbitration. 


i Special to the REPUBLICAN.] 


WASHINGTON, .Ian. 37.—It transpired 


late yesterday afternoon that Minister 
Ejrun had communicated to the secre- 
tary of slate the reply of the Chilian 
government to the note of Secretary 
Blaine oi the 21st inst, as was stated 
in tliebe dispatches yesterday morning 
from Santiago. The general incredu- 
lity of tlie public regarding the Santiago 
dispatch was due to the fact that 
Monday Mr Egan had notified the de- 
partment that the Chilian government 
asked for (.wo or three days longer in 
wliioh to malce its answer, owing to the 
absence of President Montt at the 
springs above Santiago. Public expec- 
tation liad settled down to a delay of 
that length of time, and the published 
btntement of yesterday, indicating that 
President Montt had returned to the 
capitol, was wholly unlocked for. 


It wus not until last nifrlit that the 


f aut of the reception of the message be 
came circulated, and tlie sentiment 
among public men was one of doubt 
and uncertainty. They knew not. at 
first, u h a t t o s u y o n the subject when 
asked for opinions as to the new phase 
of the matter 


Tlie statement of the contents of the 


message in yesterday's telegram is said 
to be practically correct 
Conversa- 


tion with those acquainted with the 
text of the note gives the impression 
that it was not satisfactory. No one 
\vhu was in a position to know them 
would consent to discuss the terms of 
the reply 
The fact, however, that 


there is no reference to an apology for 
the assault upon the Baltimore's sailors 
is sufficient to ufcount for the dissatis- 
faction of officials witli its terms 
As 


to the Malta note, tho offer of Chili is 
believed to bo fully up to the demand 
made by the note of the 21st instant to 
Mini.stei Egau. The matter of the 
latter's recall is believed to have been 
sufficiently settled by the terms of that 
note, ami therefore no reference to it 
in the reply was necessary. 


As was stated Monday night, if Chili 


apologized for the Baltimore incident, 
tbe matter of amcmnt of idcmnity by 
way of reparation, or whether or not 
anything- should be paid to the families 
of Rifpin and Turnbull might very 
well become the subject of arbitration; 
but the apology must come first. 


The proposition of Chili to throw the 


whole thing 
1 into the supreme court for 


arbitration is variously viewed. 
Ity 


some it is thought to be a declaration 
by Chili of full confidence in the justice 
ami ri<*ht of her caxise; a confidence so 
{^roat and implicit that she is willing to 
make a creature of the other party to 
the eontioveisy sole judge of itsmerits. 
Others, however, think it is, in com 
mon parlance, a bluff; aud that Chili is 
not honest orsineere in her piofcssions. 


It is i pelted that Chili knows how the 


jurisdiction and powers of the snp'cmo 
court iii-e restricted and limited by the 
constitution, and that she made thes of- 
fer, knowing that it could not be en- 
tertained. The argument is advanced 
that the supreme court cannot and 
would not assume jurisdiction over 
such a matter. One justice or any 
number of them miylit act as arbitra- 
tors, as was done when five of them 
took part in the proceedings of the 
electoral commission in 1870-7; but the 
court as a whole conld not take c'Og- 
liizance of the case. 


Tbe executive and the legislative 


branches, by the terms of the constitu- 
tion, are charged with conducting and 
disposing of diplomatic matters, and 
they would not consent, if they could, 
to turning them over to the judicial 
branch of the government. 


This point was urged in two notable 


cases only lecently 
M"r. Blaiue and 


the attorney general 
made a very 


strong contention that the supreme* 
court cannot deal with a matter that is 
the subject ot diplomatic dispute. The 
petition for a writ of prohibition in 
this case was taken under consideration 
by the court upon the ground that it was 
a legal question auil not a diplomatic 
dispute that \\usbroughtbeforo them. 
The other wns in tlie Weil-La Aln.i 
claims now under consideration in the

Mexico asserts that the awards

preme court over matters outside ot 
the limits imposed by tlie constitution; 
for the reason that that court was 
created by the same power that created 
congress and derived its power and au- 
thority from the same source, 


The reply uf 
Chili was tlie sub 


ject of a consultation between the 
president and Secretary Blaine at a late 
honi yeste iday afternoon, as well as at 
the meeting- of the cabinet at noon 
The views of the United States govern 
ment upon the reply will probably not 
be communicated to Chili for a day 01 
two 


In the meantime tlie text of the mes- 


sage- of Minister Egan, it is expected 
will be sentto the committee on foreigr 
affairs ia tlie tuo houses of congresp 
for their information and to aid them 
in the consideration of the president'!
